Newcomer retir- 
ed some time before his death, but 
continued to control the business, a 
manager having charge of the store. 
Howerer, Mr. Newcomer, despite hia 
advanced years, was able to make* a 
trip to the store from West Newton, 
where he was residing at the time of 
his death, almost daily. Had he lived 
until Jlarch 22 Ia»t he would have 
been SO years old. 


The sale attracted many old-time 


friends of Mr. Newcomer from 
the 


community of Morgan. 


Mr. Newcomer located at Morgan 


soon after the Civil War, In which h« 
participated. 
AK a member of the 


firm of W. S. Yard & Company, ho en- 
gaged in the management of a genera^ 
store. 
After two yea'-'s be and iis 


partner, John X*ane, purchased the in- 
terest of Mr. Turd and for three years 
continued the business as Newcomer 
& Lane. They then sold a haU inter- 
est to Morgan & Company, which bad 
erected coke works nearby. The firm 
operated as J. S. Newcomer & Com- 
pany until 1893, then retired from 
business. The coke works had been 
sold to the H. C. Frick Coke company 
and they could no looser control too 
bnsineBe,. After the dissolution Mr. 
Newcomer commenced the erection of 
a store building at Morgan, contto- 
otag in the burfnees there, with a 
manager in charge, nntfl his death, 
which occurred a few mooCm ago. Mr. 
Newcomer's widow resides at West 
Newton, as does hit daughter, Mrs. 
Panl H. Anderson.
